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SUMMARY 


Liepaja  Barracks  North  (BE  Nc 
COMOR  No'  ^ is  located  6 kilometers 

(km)  north  of  Liepaja  (Figure  1).  Liepaja 
Training  Area  North  (BE  No  [ 1 is 

adjacent  to  Liepaja  Barracks  North. 

Liepaja  Barracks  North  covers  590  acres, 
and  Liepaja  Training  Area  North  covers  approxi- 
mately 740  acres.  The  barracks  area  contains 
7 multistory  barracks,  6 other  barracks,  5 
quarters,  29  multistory  barracks/administra- 
tion buildings,  and  35  support/storage  build- 
ings. The  training  area  contains  only  a tank/ 


assault-gun  firing  range  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  barracks  installation  and  training  area  ■ 
were  covered  on  TALENT  photography  of  July 
1956  and  on  interpretable  photography  fromi  I 
KEYHOLE  missions  between  September  1961  and 
September  1964.  The  barracks/administration 
buildings  were  under  construction  on  the  1956 
coverage.  By  1961  all  construction  had  been 
completed,  the  barracks  area  had  reached  its 
present  size,  and  the  tank/assault-gun  firing 
range  had  been  extended  to  its  present  size. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A single-track  rail  line  with  2 spurs  serves 
Liepaja  Barracks  North  from  the  Liepaja  main 
line.  This  track  terminates  north  of  the  instal- 
lation at  an  abandoned  rail  facility  formerly 
used  for  coastal  defense.  The  rail  lines  within 
the  barracks  and  training  areas  are  all 
abandoned. 

Road  Service 

The  installations  are  servedby  city  streets. 

Aircraft  Landing  Strip 

Liepaja  Airfield  is  located  9 km  southeast. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  5 quarters,  7 multistory 


barracks,  6 other  barracks,  29  multistory  bar- 
racks/administration buildings,  and  30support/ 
storage  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  5 storage/support  buildings 
and  probable  open  storage. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  2 underground  storage 
facilities,  each  280  by  200  feet.  These  are. 
probably  associated  with  the  abandoned  coastal 
defenses  in  this  area. 

Tank/Assault-Cun  Firing  Range 

Area  N contains  2 firing  ranges,  each 
approximately  1,470  feet  long,  with  6 targets.
